AY hen S tate’s A ttorney Edw ards left 
last evening for Springfield to appear 
before the State Board of Pardons to 
contest the plea, of R. E. Johnson’s a t ­ 
torneys for a com m utation of his sen ­ 
tence from death to life imprisonment, 
he did not ex pect to have any aid. B ut 
when he appeared before the board to­ 
day tha t body had before it scores of 
telegram s from m any prominent Dix on- 
ites, all ex pressing the 
belief 
of

senders that justice could only be ful­ 
filled by a decision sustaining the sen- 
tence of the ju ry and the trial court 
and perm itting the ex ecution to be cat 
tied out. Unsolicited, these citizens tele 
graphed their opposition to the petition 
which was carried by the negro’s a t­ 
torneys, signed by m any people of this 
city, asking the sentence be com mut 
ed. 
J o hnso n Acts Strangely . 
At the county jail Johnson has com ­ 
menced to act strangely. 
He has de 
veloped a habit of calling jail attend 
an ts to him. starting a copversat/m 
and then ram bling on disconnectedly 
from one subject to another. 
Observa 
tions by the authorities causes them to 
believe that he is feigning insanity as 
a final effort to beat the gallows in case 
his plea before tho pardon board today 
results unfavorably.

Several calls have been received 
at the oflice in Arabov daily by' farm ers 
who have

w heat and reports show that from one- 
fourth to one-half the fields is affected 
by the rust. 
The condition 
is not 
im­ 
proving and all of the wheat fields that 
have been visited by the 
adv iser have 
been found to he affected. 
The scab in wheat, is practically a 
new infection and starts from a fungus 
growth, 
ihh K• ®g its appearance in the 
chaff of the- bead an d being 
from a 
white to pipki.sh color. The scab affects 
from one kerual to the entire head of 
wheat and renders the g rain practically 
useless. 
The infection has been discov­ 
ered in both w inter and spring wheat 
fields throughout the county. 
The disease of the w heat is practical- 
ly a new one in this section of the state 
and little is known 
of 
its treatm ent. 
F arm ers are 
urged to ex ercise 
great 
care in selecting seed wheat. 
Seed that 
is absolutely free of scab infection and 
seed that has been thoroughly fanned 
and cleaned is advised for planting pu r­ 
poses. 
Farm I^ibo r Scarce 
r arm labor is scarcer in Lee county 
at tli» * present tim e than it has been in 
the history of farm ing. Calls are being 
received daily a t the office of the county 
farm adviser 
for 
relief. 
F arm ers 
at 
tliis lime arc ex trem ely busy in putting 
up their Hay ,and harvesting is well un- 
d* i way. 
U'iiyys of from four to five 
dollars a day with board are offered and 
no help can be found. 
Adviser Griffith 
tuges that any one seeking employment 
com municate with him a t his office at 
their convenience.
